Prior to the Chinese-Japanese war, Japan 
eb dot a force i international affairs.

EUROPE LOOKS 70 U. 3. FOR PEACE

Wasn on, D. C., Feb. -I Special. }— 
Intervention by the United States in México 
has been brought appréciably nearér by the 
advices that President Madero has been 
overthrown and that anarchy reigne in the 
capital of the republic. 

Uniess Americans are killed or injured 
American soldiers or marines will not be 
landed in the territory of the adjoining ua 
tion at the instance of the Taft administra- 
tion. The problem is to be transferred to 
President Elect Wilson, who will take office 
three weeks hence. He will be advised of 
developments in the situation, so that he 
will be in a position to take prompt action 
should conditions demand it. 

So far as the Taft administration te con- 
cerned, it will take every précaution possi- 
ble, so that if Mr. Wilson gives the word to 
move. ships and soldiers will be ready to 
obey. 


Wilson Opposed to Force. 

The général impression in Washington is 
that Mr Wilson will be oppésed to d military | 
movement and will endedvér to maintain the 
status quo, But his hand may be forced 
by the action of congress. The Democrats, 
especially from the border states, are insist- 
ing uponintervention. They inetet that there 
is no strong man in the republic capable of 
dealing With the Situation, and that Madéro 
Will be succeeded by some one equaliy impo- 
tent, and that anarchy will reign throughout 
the country 

It is fully realized here that Europe is as 
deeply concerned over the Mexican situd- 
tion as is the United States. Americans have 
suffered more than Europeans, and the rov- 
ernments of the latter have not only made 
protests, but they have claimed and obtained 
damages. Germany's demands for indemnity 
have been promptly met, and it is reported 
that something like $4,000,000 has been paid 
to her subjects. 

The claims of the United Statés amount to 
more than $12,000,000, and are not satisfied, 
the Taft administration taking the view that 
those who had suffered injury should obtain 
redress through the Mexican courts. This 
policy has not met with the approval of con- 
gress.

Europe Feels Deep Concern. 


But the mere payment of claims is not 
enough for Burope. It wants peace estab- 
lished. I cannot iteelf intervene because 


of the feeling that would be aroused in the 
United States. Therefore it is looking to this 
country to take steps to provide protection for 
foreigners and their interests. Reépresenta- 
tions to this effect have been made to Séc- 
retary of State Knox, but have pot been 
heeded. With anarchy prevailing throughout 
the republic, the demands of Europe will 
become more insistent and must be consid- 
ered by the Wilson administration. 

The only advices réceived here tonight 
about the revolt in the Méxican capital came 
from Consul Garrett at Nuevo Laredo. He 
telegraphed a report from thé capital that 
Gen. Bernardo Reyes and Felix Diaz had been 
released from prison by a mob, that Reyes 
was shot through the head by federal guards, 
and that Diaz escaped. Ambassador Wilson 
has been instructed by cable to send a de- 
tailed statement of the event. 


Troops to Bée Held Ready. 
The entire Atiantic fleet is at Guantanamo, 
Cuba, and can reach Vere Crus the seaport 
of Mexico City, Within two days. Rear Ad- 
miral Southériand, with two armored cruie- 
ers, the Colorado and South Dakota, can 
start at a moment's notice down the wést 
coast of Mexico. 
A force of American soldiers is distributed 
along the Mexican border sufficient to handle 
any situation that may arise in the northern 
gtates of the neighboring. republig short. of 
actual invasion. Other troope can de dis- 
patched to their assistance if necessary. or 
hastened by sea to Vera Cruz to force eur 
way to Mexico City. 
President Taft and his advisers are handi- 
capped in dealing with the situation because 
of the approach of the day when they must 
surrender their power. Moreover, the policy 
they have been pursuing prevents them from 
going to the extent of intervention until in 
their judgment American and foreign life 
and property are imperiled more than they 
have been up to this time. \ 


Madero Promises Not Kept. 
They made paper protest after paper pro- 
test to the Madero government. They served 
notice upon the rebel leaders that they 
would be held responsible for assaults upon 
Americans and american property. 

These protests were answered by the Ma- 
dero government by promises to provide pro-

REYES SHOT IN FIGHT 


Rebels Capture Arsenal and 
Soldiers in Barracks Join 
Uprising. 
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DIPLOMATS RECOGNIZE DIAZ 


MEXICO CITY, Feb. 9.—The culmina- 
tion of the revolution came this morning 
when, without warning, but in accordance 
with a curefully planned coup d'état, the 
majority of the troops in the national cap- 
ital revolted. , 

Tonight, after a day of guerrilla fighting in 
the streets, President Francisco Madero, 
with his ministers and a strong detachment 
of loyal troops, is fortified in the national 
palace, while Gen, Felix Dias, nephew of 
the former ruler, with a large majority of the 
regula te behind him, has practical control in 
the city. 

DEMANDS MADERO’S SURRENDER. 

Revolutionary headquarters have been 
established in the arsenal. From there, 
under a white flag, Diaz sent 4 message to- 
night to Madero demanding his resignation 
and surrender. The president replied, de- 
clining to accede to this demand. 

Madero also received another unpleasant 
call tonight. A delegation representing the 
diplomatic corps asked bim to say “ yes or 
“no” as to whether he could give protec- 
tion to foreign residents. The president did 
not answer. 

The diplomats then sent a message to 
Gen. Diaz notifying him that they would 
look to him fo give such protection. 

The number of killed is put at 250, three 
of them being Spaniards. One American, 


seriously wounded. Vagrant bullets entered 
some of the embassy buildings. 

MADERO AN OPTIMIST. 
Despite the fact that he is besieged in the 
palace, Madero telegraphed to state gov- 
érnors afd military commanders that the 
army Was loyal and that tranqnillity had 
been restored.” 

To a representative of the Associated 
Press Président Madero said the facility 
with which the new rerolt had been sup- 
pressed was only another indication of the 
strength of the government and the loyalty 
of the army. Pointing from a window in the 
palace to a mob, for the moet part of boys 
carrying the national flag and crying vivas 
for Madero, the president said: 

“There you can see the people are with 
us. It is said that the government stands 
alone, but that is not true. The government 
has the support of the people. There will 
be no more temporizing. Weare going to use 


the iron band.” 

FREE DIAZ; GET UPPER HAND. 
The army “rosé” early in the morning.

At 8:30 o'clock the first encounter with 
loyal troops occurred in front of the national 
palace, and Gen. Reyes, whose long record 
ad an army officer was broken little more 
han 4 year ago by a farcical! revolt, was 
killed instantly by a bullet through the head. 
Many fell in this engagement, and among 
the scores of bodies which strewed the streets 
were those of minor officers, women and boys 
of. the lower classes, and members of the 
great crowd of spectators which dad gath- 
ered at the firing of the first shot. 

Gen. Lauro Villar, post commander of the 
capital, Who remained loyal, was among 
those slightly wounded. The iidister of 
war, Gen. Garcia Pena, also received a slight 
injury. 

MADERO LEADS OWN FORCE. 
At the first call to arms President Madero 
took command of a force of approximately 
1,000, consisting of mounted police, Chapul- 
tepec cadets, and a small detachment of vol- 
unteers. 
He appeared at the head of this force a 
mile from the national palace, riding a big 
gray horse. By his side rode Gen. Huerta, 
hero of the campaign against Orozco and 
one of the army generals whom the public 
generally bad suspected of being disloyal.* 

Several blocks from the palace one of Ma- 
dero’s aids attempted to dissuade the presi- 
dent, and, placing his hand on the horse's 
bridle, half turned the animal from the tine. 
Madero protested vigorously and continued 
to lead the advance until the shooting began, 
when Gen. Huerta succeeded in persuading 
him to enter 4 building in a side street. 

The revolt, in its unexpectedness, was such 
as to stupefy the populace, the lower ele- 
ménts apparently not knowing for whom to 
cheer.

DIAZ To FIGHT FOR LIFE. 

Those who have observed affairs closely 
point out that Gen. Diaz, who escaped being 
shot summarily following the failure of the 
Vera Cruz revolt, can now expect no clem- 
ency, but must fight to tire death. 

There is no question that Diaz is straining 
every fiber to depose Madero, and with the 


large forces at his command, both within the 
city and without, it is not likely that the 
present revolt and the rising within the cap- 
ital will be suppressed easily. 

EYEWITNESS STORY OF FIGHT. 

An American correspondent, who was an 

° eyewitness to the fight before the govern- 
ment palace, describes it as follows: 

„Machine guns had been mounted on the 
roof of the palace, and many soldiers were 
crowded into the towers of the cathedral 
and all of them apparently in sympathy with 
Diaz. 

“The First cavalry commander, survey- 
ing the situation at the palace, and believing 
it strongly enough guarded, ordered his regi- 
ment to proceed to the penitentiary and there 
demanded the immediate release of Gens. 
Felix Diaz and Bernardo Reyes. Both of 
these men were then taken to the palace by 
the troops, followed’ by huge crowds shout- 
ing for Diaz and Reyes, and Death to Ma- 
dero.“ 

TROOPS SURROUND PALACE. 

“Their arrival at the palace was marked 
by the enthusiastic thousands of common 
people thronging continually into the Zocalo 
plaza, on the east side of which stands the 
governmental buildings. 

“The cavalry, about 500 strong, and the 
infantrymen lined up the full length of the 
palace, 700 feet. Other troops were lying on 
the paving in skirmish order. A body of 
mounted police was stationed at the south 
end of the palace, where Diaz stood watch- 
ing. 8 

“ Suddenly the south door of the palace, 
known as the president's door, flashed open, 
and from within came the report of a rifle. 

„At the same moment Gen. Reyes, stand- 
ing near Diaz, crumpled into a heap. He 
had been shot through the head and died 
instantly. 

„His death was the signal for a general 
fight. In an instant the machine guns on 
the roof of the cathedral began spitting 
their hail of lead and steel, and simultane- 
ously the artillery, which had approached 
from the south, began an attack on the 
cavalry. 

FALL DEAD AND DYING. 

„The mob in the streets swung about and 
beat a hasty retreat for any available shelter. 
In a minute or two the Zocalo was filled 
with the dead and dying. Everywhere a 
pool of blood marked the place where bul- 
lets had found a mark, the shrapnel and the 
solid shot of the field guns wreaked car- 
nage. 

“I was in front of the national palace 
when the firing began. I ran across the plaza 
with other thousands of scurrying women, 
children, and men, scores of whom fell in 

their flight fo cover. 

“Tt is conservativeiy estimated that 200 
were killed in the Zocalo and 500 have been 
wounded. In the hallway where 1 found 
refuge there were seven other Men all wound- 
ed in the battle. 


*" DIAZ LEADS TROOPS AWAY. 
„Outside the plaza resembled a shambles. 


The battle favored the federals, who, not 
keeping faith with Diaz, turned the machine 
guns on the troops below.

The close of January showed little if any 
improvement for the government. On nu- 
merous occasions the government announced 
that this or that rebel leader had been killed 
in action, but In a majority of cases the 
slaughtered one has proved the govern- 
ment's information erroneous by reappearing 
at the head of his men in territory some 
distance from where he was supposed to 
have veen killed. 


Onzy Two Big Rebels Surrender. 

TWwo of Pascual Orozco’s officers cf impor- 
tance—Francisco del Toro and Luie Ferran- 
dez—did surrender, one of them bringing 
with him more than a hundred men. but the 
other surrendered chiefs have been men of 
almost negligible importance. 

From a few regions the rebels have de- 
parted or have been driven out, but what 
was an advantage to the peaceful residents 
of those regions was almost invariab'y.a 
disadvantage to property owners of other 
regions into which the insurrectos had 114. 
den. 

Officially the grand total of rebels today 
is less than a few months ago, but aside from 
the statement of the government to ths ef- 
fect there is no good reason to believe that 
the enrollment of rebels is not larger today 
than ever. 

The federal army, its ranks filled wi hb con- 
scripts, including prisoners and even cap- 
tursd rebels. continues to garrison th? laiger 
cities, and the rebels continue to contrui tha 
rural districts almost at will. 


Government Censors News. 

Tales of rebel victories reach Mexico City 
from time to time and are as frequentiy de- 
nied by the government officials. That 
fighting occurs some place almost every day, 
and that the engagements are of such mag- 
nitude that the federal forces employ ar- 
tillery in many of them, is admitted in gov- 
ernment offices, but the losses almost in- 
variably are in the proportion of about 90 
per cent rebels dead and 10 per cent fed- 
erals. Except in rare cases, rebel wounded 
are reported as rebel dead. The law gives 
the federale the right te kill the rebel 
wounded, 

The movements of the rebels in the north, 
along the American frontier, attract more 
attention in the United States than do the 
operations of those in the south. 

Mexican government circles also display 
keener interest in the border operations, 
perhaps on account of the attendant danger 
of international complications. The greatest 
activity, however, and by far the largest 
groups of rebels are found in the region 
south of the capital. 

The isolation of towns of considerable im- 
portance no longer is of enough interest to 
arouse public apprehension to a high pitch. 
and not even the presence of rebels within 
ten and fifteen miles of Mexico City excites 
the residents of the capital 


Atrocities Are Common. 

Stories of atrocities are common and the 
bearing away of young girls by Zapatistas 
excites about the same degree of interest 
as does the report that the rebels have con- 
fiscated so many head of cattle. 

The rebels in the north are not given to 
the same methods of personal revenge as 
are those in the south. Occasionally the 
northern rebels have executed federals in 
reprisal, but in the south wanton torture is 
common. 

Recently. in the state of Mexico, forty 
miles from the national capital, the Zapatis- 
tas, angry at an aged Indian who persisted 
in carrying the mail after he had been warned 
not to, disciplined him by first cutting off 
both his feet. Then they cut off his hands, 
and the last act was the thrusting of a pole 
through the man’s neck and the hanging of 
his body in a tree, the ends of the pole not- 
ing on branches. 


Big Arrests Not Uncommon. 
Arrests of prominent persons in Mexico are 
not uncommon, and the judges of the su- 
preme court have felt that a little precaution

MEXICAN PEOPLE FICKLE. 


Unrest Saturates Country; Leaders in 
Fear of Intervention. 


New York. Feb. 9.—[Special.}—Reports of 


the newest uprising in Mexico today greatly 


interested business men who have conces- 
sions in that country. The im pression, 
founded on vague information, was that the 
present situation is the most serious yet en- 
countered. 

Clarence Rapkin of the Mexican Telegraph 
company said that conditions in Mexico had 
be-n uncertain during the last few weeks and 
that the action of the federal troops led by 


j Gen. Felix Diaz was not unexpected. 


“It has been known for the last two or 
three days,“ said he, that the Mexican 
We have known 
of this military party’s intention toward 
Madero and have expected that some such 
action would be taken, but we were not 
aware that it was to take place today. Ma- 
dero’s position has never been secure, and 
it has been evident for some time that he 
would not last long. It was just a question 
of who would act first.” 


American Interests Safe. 

Mr. Hapkin did not think that the situa- 
tion would be perilous for American lnter- 
tests in Mexico. Nor did he belle ve that the 
fact that Gen. Felix Diaz was leading the 
soldiers indicated the recall of former Presi- 
dent Porfirio Diag. 

“Portirio Diaz's days of power in Mexico 
are over. He has lost prestige and I think 
there is no connection between him and his 
nephew. It is Aimpiy another evidence of 
the changeable characier of the Mexican 
people. With them it is off with the old and 
on with the new, generally without reason. 

As to American intereste in Mexico. « spe- 
cially Mexico City, I do net think they can 
be harmed much. Accidents will happen and 
some damage may be done, especially to the 
mining interests toward whom the people 
are hostiic. 

But the leaders of all parties in Mexico 


are afraid the United States wil! intervene 


and their counsel wilh, of course, be to leave 
Americans alone. However, 1 am afraid that 
in the end intervention will be necessary. 
If the military party doesn't iast long, and 
it probably win not, another equally frail 
party wil arise and soon fall. We can only 
sit back and wait for things to happen. 


Might Have Been More Serious. 

Representatives m this country of Mexi- 
cans interests did not think the situation 
was neariy es serious as it would have been 
had Maderos opponents, the rebels, taken 
control, instead of his supporters, the mili- 
lary. They thought it was pretty bad, but 
that the attitude of the government toward 
the United States and its citizens in Mexico 
would be practically unchanged, and that 
American property would not be harmed. 

Madero has been unseated, they thought, 
because it was felt a stronger man wae need- 
ed at the helm. They did not believe Portirio 
Diaz would come back, but that younger 
leaders would be evolved. 


Call Diaz Popular Leader. 

“ Felix Diaz has always been a strong and 
forcible man, tonight said one of his friends 
in this city, whose property was confiscated 
Ly the Madero government. He is a man 
who is much liked all over Mexico, and he 
has a large following in the army among the 
young men of the better class. 

“When Diaz led the revolt four months 
ago he did so at the request of prominent 
Mexicans. who wanted to see an orderly 
government installed. He was selected as 
leader not only on his own merits, but be- 
cause it was felt that the great name of 
Diaz wou'd lend much strength to the move- 
ment. > 

“Dias was betrayed by some of his gen- 
erals. They were backed by the Madeto 
government. Diaz was first placed in jail 
at Vera Cruz, but Madero's friends feared 
that he might be able to start a revolution 


from his prison and had him transferred to 
@ prison in Mexico City. 


Reyes Was Betrayed. 


2 The truth has never deen told of the 
way in which Gen. Reyés was captured by 
the Madero forces. He was betrayed by: 
a man sent by Madero. This men followed 
Reyes into Texas and there came into pos- 
session of the code used in the trenem ission 
of messages by thos: interested in organ- 
izing the new government. He went into 
Mexico ard tent Reyes a wire in code telling 
him his ferces would be met at a certa!n 
place just over the border by another force 
of loyal men.

The rebel leaders have not failed to make 
polite rejoinders to the communications ad- 
dressed to them. But there has been no ces- 
sation of the attacks on Americans and thelr 


property. 


The astounding fact is that the state 4 
partment is in possession of information 
showing more than one hundred Americans 
have been killed and at least another one 
hundred have been injured. 

At first the Mexicans, and this includes 
federais, rurales masquerading as federal 
troops, and insurrectos contented themselves 
with running off cattle from ranches owned 
by Americans. Then they went a step 
farther and looted houses, subsequently fir- 
ing them. 


Destroy American Mining Property. 
Now the state department is receiving re- 
ports that American mining property is be- 

ing destroyed. 

This appalling condition of affairs has * 
isted throughout Mexico. President Madero 
until today was able to keep the situation in 
Mexico City and its immediate vicinity under 
control. But it bas been apparent to the 
authorities here for some time he was strug~- 
gling against a torrent as wae bound to 
engulf him. 

At the time Felix Diaz inaugurated his re- 
volt against Madero at Vera Cruz, it was 
expected he would wim because of the dis- 
affection known to exist in the government 
army. Madero was able to keep his troops 
together, he defeated and captured Diaz, and 
it was supposed that he had obtained a new 
lease of power. 

Instead of shooting Diaz, as was generally 
expected, Madero imprisoned him. The name 
of the man who ruled Mexico for years and 
which was borne by the Vera Crug revo- 
lutioniset was one apparently that could be 
conjured with. Moreover, Felix Diaz is the 
nephew of the historic dictator, and, in addi- 
tion, is known throughout the country agthe 
personal representative of his uncle. 


* 
Madero Weak in Crisis. 
The vaciliating policy of Madero, his in- 


ability to restore peace, the continued opera- 


tions of the legding revolutionists,. Orozco 
and Zapata, the spread of the view that 
Madero had proved traitoroue in hie relations 
with the men who had aided him in over- 
throwing the elder Diag, and the iteration 
and reiteration of the charge that Madero | 
allowed the Mexican treasury to be looted 
of some $62 000 000, com bined to weaken him 
and to make the task of his deposition the 
easier for his enemies. 

Moreover, the situation in the Mexican 
congress fast became critical as a result of 
the fight against the Madero administration 
led by Manuel Casero, who until January 
was ambassador io the United States. Dis. 
patches received early today announced 
Calero and his supporters had won their fight 
against the loan which Madero had asked 
permission to obtetn. ht is alleged that 


Calero really represents the forces of the 


Cientificos, made up of the elements which 
were in fympathy with the administration 
and methods of Perfirio Diaz. 


De La Barra Allied with Revolt. 

Former Provisional President Dé La Barra 
is said to be aligned with this same group. 
Though not now holding office, De La Harra 
has never for one moment ceased to be a fac- 
tor in the political situation in Mexico City 
since Madero took office. Gen. Bernardo 
Reyes, who was killed in the fighting today, 
was in the same group, and Gen. Felix Diaz 
was also among their number. 

Ever since his resignation as ambassador 
Calero has been making a series of attacks 


on the Madero administration, especially with 


reference to its policy with respect to the 
revolution and relations with the United 
States. So far as is known here, however, he 
has not made any proposal of a program as 
a substitute for the course followed by Ma- 
dero beyond protesting it was all wrong for 
the Madero government to misrepresent con- 
ditions in Mexico in its communications with 
the United States government, 

Calero stated during his term as ambassa- 
dor in Washington he spent six months in 
lying to the state department about the state 
of affairs in Mexico. 

Calero Has New Ambition? 

Though on his resignation Calero an- 
nounced he was to withdraw from politics, 
it is now suspected that he has definite po- 
litical ambitions. 

So Madero was harassed until at last the 
inevitable happened. The feeling against 
him grew among his own troops, and the 
emeute which occurred today marks its cul- 
mination. 

It is po secret here that the Washington 
3 hoped for the success of ‘Felix 
Diaz several months ago, because it realized 
that what was needed in Mexico was a strong 
hand. It was disappointed at the success of 
Madero, and is inclined to be satiefied with 
his departure from control of the govern- 
ment.

Calis Madero Rule Unfit. 
Lam not surprised by the news from 
Mexico,” said Senator Catron of New Mexico. 
“Tt je just what I have expected to hear for 
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the situation, if he should be able to make 
terms with the Oroscoistas and Zapatistas, 
and if, at the same time, he is able to protect 
and assure protection for foreign life and 
property. including Americans, he will re- 
lieve the situation of a grave danger so far 
as the United States is concerned. 

President Taft has been unwilling to ipter- 
vene, because he fully appreciated such ac- 
tion would embark. this country upon a long 
war, with consequent killing of American sol- 
diers.

Finally, the reports received from Mexico 
showing an intense anti-American feeling 
established that if the United States inter- 
vened all the natives would band together 
in resistance to the invader. 


Senator Smith Demands Action. 


Senator Willigm Alden Smith of Michigan. 
chairman of the senate committee which, 


has been investigating conditions in Mexico, 


made tonight his first public statement con- 
cerning the results of several months’ work. 
He frankly criticises the administration for 
its Mexican policy. 

He declares the attitude of noninterfer- 
ence has been construed as weakness and 
Americans have been murdered and Ameri- 
can property pillaged and burned. He ex- 
pressed no surprise at the news from Mexico 
City telling of the downfall of the Madero 
government, but said that on the contrary he 
had long expected it. On Oct. 8 last while 
in El Paso he declined an invitation to go 
over into Juarez across the river because 
he apprehended the federal soldiers would 
desert that very day and he did not want 
te be on Mexican soil. 

Had the same vigorous stand been taken 
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several months. The Madero government is 
unsuitable in every sense of the term, and 
the problem of Mexico will not be settled until 
it ls settled by force of arms. 

“intervention outright by the United States 
is the only alternative to the measures by 
which we have attempted up to date to pacify 
Mexico. If the Monroe doctrine means any- 
thing at all, it means that we ought not to 
hesitate to intervene and bring order and 
peace in that unfortunate country. 

“The fact is, we ought to have injervened, 
and marched our army down there seven 
months ago. We have got to do it sooner or 
later. 

„President Taft has been opposed all along 
to taking any aggresive step to end the dis~ 
order permanently, and I don’t expect to see 
him recommend intervention now. Nor will 
congress take any action in the few remain- 
ing days of thie session unless the president 
should send in a recommendation, and that 
I do not look for. But the next administra- 
tion and the next congress will be called 
upon to face this problem in an aggraviated 


form.“ 


Demands American Interference. 

“The news from Mexico tonight discloses 
to the world the terrible condition of affairs 
in that country, which has been Known to 
American government officials and other 
interested persons for several months.“ said 
Senator Ashuret of Arena. “I am rot 


surprised at the outbreak reported in the 
diepatches, nor is any one else who has been 
in touch with Mexican affairs. 

It is terrible to think of the American 
lives endangered by this renewed outburst of 
cisorder. I only hope that an actual sacrifice 
of American lives will not be necessary to 
convince this country that steps should be 
taken to put an end to an intolerable sitva- 
tion.

Increase in number of signatures for 
primary petitions from one-half of one 
per cent to not less than 3 per cent 
nor more than 5 per cent of party vote, 
with elector limited to signing one petition 
for the same office.

Provision for official bodies to scrutinize 
all petitighs and hear objections to the 
same—secretary of state, state auditor 
and attorney genera) for state petitions;

elections commissioners and city clerk for 
city petitions. 


Provisions for Committeemen. 

Provision for separate return and can- 
vass on precinct committemeen, making 
certificates of election issued by election 
board and county clerk sole evidence of 
committeemen’s right to participate in 
conventions.

on expenditures in the interior department. 
Whe report will be presented tomorrow. It 
is charged the government stande to lose 
more than 3100 000.000 on irrigation projects 
under Way. 

The report, made public tonight by Repre- 
sentative Graham of Illinois, chairman of 
the committee, accuses government officials 
with baving manipulated the construction 


of the Roosevelt dam and Salt river and the 


Gila river irrigation projects in Arizona to 
‘the detriment of the small farmer and the 
indiane and to the great profit of the land 
Speculators, millionaire ranchmen, the South- 
ern Pacific ralroad and a Phoenix electric 
company. 

Collusion between government officia!s and 
representatives of these wealthy interests is 
charged. P 


Committee Asks Broad Inquiry. 

These revelations of reckless extravagance 
and. corrupt transactions relating to only 
two out of thirty reclamation projects says 
the committee, make imperative an investi- 
gation of the entire irrigation work of the 
government and an accounting of all funds 
handied. The house is asked to appropriate 
$25,000 for such an inquiry. 

Samuel Adams of Chicago, assistant sec- 
retary of the interior, Director Newell, and 
Supervising Engineer Lewis C. Hill of the 
reclamation service are severely criticised 
for decisions relating to the administration 
of the Arizona projects. The committee 
recommends thai tne president remove them 
from office pending the investigation, ‘to 
prevent possible obstruction of our progress 
by these officials 

Other recommendation® are that the con- 
gract of the Pacific Gas and Electric com- 
pany for electricity from the Roosevelt dam 
be canceled, and that no private lands shall 
be reclaimed sold to settlers at the 
low price of government lands.

Thus, taking indictments returned as a 
rough but not unreliable guide, in 1903 the 
number was 3,392. That year the salaries 
paid totaled $57,024.88, the total expendi- 
tures being $63,980.45. In 1912 indictments 
returned were 1.988, the salaries paid, $136,- 
520.81; the total expenditures, $186,762.91. 

In other words, the expenditures were 
about three times as great, the results as 
measured by indictments returned were not 
very much over half! 

The total expenditures for Deneen's last 
term were $245,444.64; for Healy's, 8847, 
874.37, an increase of $102,429.75, or 42 per 
cent; for Wayman's, $596,038.25, an in- 
erease over Deneen of $312,198.61, or 127 
per cent; and over Healy of $200,763.88, or 
88 percent. From the figures for Wayman's 
term should be deducted the state's attor- 
ney’s salary, not included in previous fig- 
ares, a total deduction of $40,000 

Mr. Hoyne has asked for $162,300 for sal- 
aries, an increase of $43,885 over Mr.

The first figure given is the number of 
days that elapse between exposure and ill- 
ness in the average case. But disease does 
not always run on achedule; sometimes it 
rolls in a day or two early, and sometimes 
a day or two late. 

The figures in brackets indicate the or- 
dinary limits of these variations. 

If a case develops after a shorter inter- 
val than the minimum given, the probabil- 
ity is that there waga prior, thaugh unrecog- 
nized, exposure, If later, that there was 
some other focus of infection. 

In this connection, it is well to know 
that some of these diseases are infectious 
during the period of incubation; for in- 
stance, a man with diphtheria has been in- 
fectious since the day he became infected, 
through his three days of incubation as well 
as through his days of sore throat.

All forms of contagion begin with fever 
and general aching. In measles, scariet 
fever, and diphtheria there is sore throat 
in the early stages, “about as early as the 
fever. 

Therefore, in thie season of epidemics, a 
sore throat, fever, and aching should put 
one on his guard, 

The attack may be nothing more than 
a cold or a simple sore throat, but it is 
fairer to the office and fairer to oneself to 
go home with the first oncoming of the 
aching and there await a decision as to 
what the illness is going to be. 

Both measles and scarlet fever break out 
in the mouth before they break out on the 
skin, and diphtheria usually shows a mem- 
brane ou the throat and never, or rarely, any 
skin eruption. 

Therefore, when this group of contagious 
diseases ie suspected, the mouth is to be 
watched.

As to the rights of health departments te con- 
trol smallpox through the exercise of police power, 
the courts have held differently in the different 
states.

This’ collar, dating from 1872, is the fourth 
that has been made of the order since its 
foundation, just 111 years ago, by the first 
Napoleon.

The second is in the possession of Prince 
Joachim Murat, who inherited it from his 
great-great-grandfather, Field Marshal 
Joachim Murat, brother-in-law to the first 
Napoleon and king of Naples. Prince 
Joachim Murat, of course, cannot wear it, 
not being a knight of the order, even of the 
lowest grade. He merely owns it asa family

This was mainly owing to certain rules and 
regulations governing the bestowal of the 
order, rules of which even the bulk of the 
French people are ignorant, and which it 
may be well therefore to set forth here. Mem- 
bers of the French senate and of the chamber 
of deputies, and, in consequence thereof, 
the members of the cabinet, are debarred 
throughout their entire tenure of seats from 
receiving the Legion of Honor, or, if they 
have it already, from being accorded any pro- 
motion therein.

It is 
eee eee dlivesined By tha a6- 
mirers of Japan that it had no other basis 
for its actions than protection of itself and 
China from Russia are absurd. Is it then due 
to nothing but the natural aggressiveness of 
a war loving people? 


How Japan Ie Governed. 


The answer to the question is found in an. 


examination of the government of Japan 
and its position with respect to the sur- 
rounding nations. 1 

Japan, while nominally a constitutional 
monarchy, is in reality an oligarchy of which 
the elder statesmen are virtually the rulers. 
Up to the present they have directed the 
course of Japan and have been able to do so 
without taking the people into their con- 
fidence. 

When it was decided that, to hold its own 
against the white man, Japan must adopt the 
material part of his civilization it was soon 
seen that while in population Japan was not 
far behind the first class powers in terri- 
tory, in commerce and financially it was 
hopelessly outclassed. While the population 
wes sufficient. it was so crowded and in- 
creaing so rapidly that an outlet was becom- 
ing urgently essential. 


Density of Population. 

This will be better understood when it is 
remembered that Japan's 50,000,000, increas- 
ing at the rate of 2 per cent yearly, are 
crowded into a country about the size of 
Montana. . 

To add to the difficulty of the situation, the 
rapid increase of population, pled with 
the fact that, due to its moun us char- 
acter, but one-tenth of the country is fit for 
cultivation, meant that sooner or later the 
importation of food would be a necessity. 

In looking around to see what nation of- 
fered a similar example, Japan naturally 
picked out Great Britain. Here was a na- 
tion similarly situated, but with land for 
its overflowing population to settle on and 


a commerce which had made it a creditor) 


nation and given it first place financially. 
Colonies planted over the face of the earth 
had given it the necessary land and many 
of its markets, Within itself ® possessed 
the iron and coal necessaty for manufacture 
on a large scale at home. 


Need of More Territory. ’ 

The products borne by British merchant- 
men to the markets of the world completed 
the tale of prosperity. Naval supremacy 
on the sea had given it the colonies. These 
colonies in turn furnished the necessary 
bases for the fleets to operate from, thus giv- 
ing strategic control of the trade routes of the 
world. There was but one weak point, the 
food necessary for its population and raw 
material for its manufactures had to be im- 
ported. 

Judging from England’s position, then, 
Japan needed land for the surplus popula- 
tion, manufactures to »uild up trade, ships to 
carry produce in, markets to sell them in, and 


the naval fleet with the necessary bases to 


operate fram to insure its predominance on 
those trade routes which are essential to Its 
commerce. 

In addition to having to import food and 
raw material, the importation of iron would 
be necessary. If it could add territories 
which would furnish these essentials then 
indeed would ite position be secure 


Position of Other Powers. 

In embarking on a course which would lead 
to the acquisition of the necessary territory 
and commerce with its consequent financial 
independence, it was necessary to consider 
the neighboring powers who might interfere 
or be interfered with to such an extent that 
armed force would be pene sgget to overcome 
the obstacle. 

Russia, Chine, and the United States were 


— — ACT 
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There was one more lesson to be learned 


Be the history of the German states. By 


falling to achieve their unity until consider- 
ably after their rivals 
ing 80 they arrived on the scene so late that 
there was no unoccupied land left for their 
surplus population and they were at a serious 
disadvantage in securing the commerce 
necessary for their development. ee 
Evrything pointed then to the need for 
an aggresive policy pushed as rapidly a» 


possible. With the power in their own hands 


and no necessity of convincing or appealing 
to the people there was no obstacie to the 
immediate beginning of such a policy. 


“Open Door’ Policy Ends. 


There being no parties with divergent 


nothing to prevent the policy being continu- 
ous. Such differences of opinion as exist 
among the elder statesmen are due to dif- 
ferent views as to the best methods to be 
pursued and not as to the end to be attained. 

The annexation of Corea added 10,000,000 
to the population of Japan. Lower Man- 
churia will add another 10,000,000. Foo Kien 
province would bring 23,000,000. 

The abdlition of the open door policy 
of equal opportunities for all and the substi- 
tution of the sphere of influence policy, 
or special privileges in certain territories, 
means a great advantage in trade. 

Increase in territory and population means 
increased taxing power. 

Increase in territory and population at the 
expense of China means not only increased 
strength for Japan but a corresponding de- 
crease and therefore weakening of China, the 
rival most to be feared. 

While an alliance with Russia means shar- 
ing the spoll, it brings with it powerful sup- 
port instead of equally powerful opposition. 


Result in Other Lines. 

Japan then, hy its policy in China, has 
gained in territory, population, and in trade. 
What has. been the result, however, in other 
lines? 

Manchuria, Corea, Formosa, and the lower 
half of Saghalien furnish no outlet for the 
surplus population. The standard of living 
of the Chinaman and of the Corean is so 
much lower than that of the Japanese that 
so far Japanese immigrants have been un- 
able successfully to compete with them. 

Formosa is tropical. The Japanese, essen- 
tially a northern race, do not prosper as 
natives of a tropical country. Neither do 
they take readily to residence in such coup- 
tries. Saghalien requires pioneer work. The 
Japanese emigrant wishes to go te a country 
where the reward is more immediate. 

The enforcement of their policy on the 
continent of Asia has cost the Japanese con- 


straighten this out by a large indemnity from 
Rustia at the close of the war. Their man- 
clal situation has necessitated burdensome 
taxation which naturally has.not made for 
contentment. ; 


Imports Exceed the Exports. 
While the Japanese manufactures have 
steadily increased, while their trade hae in- 
creased and while their merchant marine 


has, aided by the government, increased un- 
til it covers all. the principal trade routes of 
the Pacific ocean, the balance of trade is 
against Japan. Apparently this balance 
againet Japan is increasing. This increase is 
primarily due to the greatly increased im- 
portation of food and raw material. 

The mere fact.of the balance of trade be- 
ing against a nation does not necessarily 
count. To get at the truth the financial 
situation must also be considered. When a 
nation is a debtor nation and can pay its 
debts abroad by an excege of exports over 
imports its position is sound. This is the po- 
sition of the United States. When, however, 
it is a debtor nation and in addition has to 
pay for an excess of imports over exports, 
which is the position of Japan, then its po- 
sition is not a desirable one. 


Needs Outlet for People. 
Thus we see that Japan still neede an out- 
let for its surplus population; it more than

How will these burdens be removed? By — 
& successful war making Japan in reslity | 
a first class power or by frank acceptance 
of a position as a second class power. 

But, say some, how can war bring relief? 
A successful war prosecuted against the 
right power means more territory with a con- 
sequent lessening of congestion and a ba- 
tional supply of food and raw material It 
means the possession of the points necessary | 
to give the strategic and consequent commer- 
cial control of trade routes. All this means 
a balance of trade for instead of against 
| Japan. A successful war means a large in- 
demnity with the consequent. payment of 
debts. 


Increase of Army and Navy. 

Each year since the Russo-Japanese war 
Japan has spent more money on its army 
and navy than in any year. prior to that 
war. Both these forces have been and are 
being materially increased. As a result of 
a dispute among the elder statesmen as to 5 
whether the forces in Coree should be in- 
creased or the money saved the cabinet ot 
the Marquis Saionji, which was in favor of 
economy, has fallen, and the Prince Katsura, 
the advocate above all others of aggressive- 
ness, is once more premier. 

There can be little doubt as to which pol- 
icy hes deen chosen.

Storing Eggs Saves. 

Housekeeping is an industry to be conducted 
on an economical basis just as any othr en- 
terprise. It is a fact that buying in large lots 
will insuye a considerably saving. By tak- 
ing bimonthly inventory we have been able to 
keep a close check on our supplies and know 
that we have saved from 10 to 20 per cent 
on our total sum of groceries. 

Such supplies as potatoes, cabbage,, eggs, 
etc., can be plirchased from the farmer directly 
in these days of telephone, and when such 
supplies are cheap. For instance, last May 
we were able to buy twenty dozen fresh eggs 
at 18 cents per dozen. We preserved these 
at a cost of less than 1 cent per dozen, and 
have eggs the equal of the present marked 
fresh eggs now selling at 38 cents. We pre- 
serve these eggs as follows, and have twelve 
good eggs in every dosen: 

Mix one volume of sodium silicate (water 
glass) with eleven volumes of water. Heat 
to the boiling point, then cool. Pack fresh 
eggs in this solution in a stone jar and store it 
in a moderately cool place. For this purpose 
the water glass should have no free alkali 
In it. If it is found by test, it can be neu- 
tralized by hydrochloric acid. What little 
alkali is set free by hydrolysis need not be 
considered. Water glass costs only 5 to 10 
cerits per pound, so the method is inexpensive.

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| RENEWED WAR NO SHOCK. 


Struggle Prolongs Deadlock in 
and Draws Gold. 


New York, Feb. 9+-The lethargy inte 
which the stock market fell last week in- 
dicated professional short covering had been 
a large factor in the rally of the week, be- 
fore. The principal problems in the situa- 
tion being left unsolved, hesitation ruled the 
operations. 

Renewal of the war against Turkey was 


accepted without excitement, partly owing. 


to an assumption that it might be of short 
duration. It served, however, to prolong the 
deadlock in European money markets and 
to renew the pull on the New York money 
market. Skilled estimates point to the dis- 
appearance of upwards of $300,000,000 from 
bank reserves through hoarding in Austria- 
Hungary, France, and Germany. 


Bank Note Circulation Grows. 

While the basis of the currency is thus 
re@uced, demands for note circulation on 
the great central banks are larger than usual 
Returns from our national banks for Feb. 
4, under the controller's call issued last week, 
will reveal how far the cash rese: ve percent- 
age here has been affected by the call from 
abroad. 

The heavy reflux of currency to New York 
Since Jan. 1 has maintained the ease of New 
York money thus far, but the usual period of 
this inflow ig now drawing to a close. The 
supply of money offering on call is still abun- 
dant, but banks are not pressing their funds 
en time borrowers. Large additional ex- 
ports of gold, therefore, will infallibly re- 
sult in higher interest rates at early date. 
Chances for the intended new security issues 
would be unfavorably affected thereby. 


Dullness in Stock Market. 

Within the immediate vicinity of the stock 
exchange much stress is laid on the proposed 
regulation by statute of the stock market 
and financial operations as a cause of the 
present dullness and depression of specula- 
tion. Influences toward further suspense 
were the adjournment of the United States 
Supreme court for three weeks without a de- 
cision in the Minnesota rate case, and the 
injunction against the New York subway con- 
tracts. Clearing up of the uncertainty over 
the Union Pacific dissolution plan proved in- 
effective in reviving speculation. 

The gain of nearly 16,000,000 pounds in 
the stock of refined copper in January, in 
spite of price concessions to market holdings, 
increased the impression of a trade reces#ion. 
Iron and steel trade journals were cautious 
in expressions of confidence. 


NEW YORK INSURANCE HEAD 
URGES CUT IN FIRE WASTE. 


Supt. Emmet Holds High Rates Due to 
Huge Loss—Wants Strict Laws and 


Prevention Taught. 


The comment of Superintendent of Insure 
ance W. T. Emmet of New York, state as 
found in his annual report has interested 
insurance men because of his broad and 
conservative view of conditions surrounding 
the insurance community. For instance, 
in speaking of fire insurance, Superintend- 
ent Emmet believes it will always be a 
natural field for private capital to operate 
in for purposes of profit. 

He calls attention to the fact that the 
public is dissatisfied with the rates charged, 
and he believes fire insurance rates are 
higher than they might be, due to the fact 
that the national fire waste is greater than 
it should be. He suggests the passage of 
more stringent laws for the punishment of 
the crime of arson. Another cause of the 
high fire loss ratio he attributes to a wide- 
spread ignorance regarding the fundamental 
principles of fire prevention. He wants the 
study of the principles of fire prevention and 
other kindred subjects made obligatory in 
the public schools. A third cause, he states, 
is due tb faulty building methods, which 
should be met by the passage of better build- 
ing laws. 

Superintendent Emmet states fire insur- 
ance has not proved to be unduly profitable. 
He says that many of the companies during 
recent years have made money due to shrewd 
investment of securities. 

He states there have been few suggestions 
in any of the older states looking towards 
an extension of governmental power into 
the field of fire insurance. 

The Insurance Brokerage association of 
Chicago, composed of fire and general insur- 
ance brokers, will hold its annual meeting 
and banquet tonight at the Chieago Athletic 
club. The business meeting and election of 
officers will take place prior to the banquet. 

Frank F. Holmes, a fire insurance man of 
Chicago, has been sent to Philadelphia and 
New York by the Chicago board of under- 
writers to investigate the fire departments 
of those cities, comparing their methods and 
eystems with the Chicago department.

Cutting up an American flag to makea Boy 
Scouts holiday is the latest charge of flag 
desecration in South Chicago. It was ad- 
mitted last evening by W. 8. Daily, in charge 
of the Russell square playground at EBighty- 
third street and Bond avenue, that an old 
ensign had been cut to ribbons for decorat- 
ing the spokes of a chariot wheel in an ama- 
teur circus. 

This adds another complaint to be consid- 
ered at a mass meeting of South Chicago 
Poles, incignant at what they call insults 
to the flag of their adopted country. One 
of the big flags was used to protect the floor 
of the square auditorium while painters were 
at work on the ceiling Daily refuses to take 
responsibility for that. 

“To the sentimentally inclined I will ad- 
mit the use of the flag for deoorating the 
chariot wheels may seem dtsrespectful, he 
said. ‘‘I did not intend it in that way at all.
